ury Demands Investigation—Stomach 


is Sent to Chicago Chemist 
' ' for Examination 


An inquest to Inquire 
Into the 


death of Ole Carlson which occurred 
under mysterious circumstances on 
Tuesday, February 16 at St. Mary's 
tospltal In this city, was conducted 
ijy Coroner I*. BoJger at the council 
rooms, last Friday morning. 


The jury was composed of J. II. 


Morgan, Chas. Crofoot. A. A. Huck, 
Clias. Klbbon, 1*. Johnson and M. 
Kearns. Three witnesses were sub- 
poenaed, Dr. C. D. Packard, a Sister 
and a New North representative. 
The Sister was the first witness call- 
ed. She testified that Carlson was 
brought to the liospltal on Monday 
evening February 15 by a man wlw 
jave his name as Frank Wiezorek. 
Wiezorek told her tliat lie had picked 
Carlson 
u'p near Monica 
When 


brought to the hospital Carlson was 
unconscoius and remained In this 
cond i t Ion u nt 11 he ei pirtd. 


Dr. Packard testified that he was 


called to the hospital to see Carlson 
and found the man In a state of como. 
An examination of his body revealed 
no wounds or marks of violence of 
any" kind. 
The case was such a 


strange one that the doctor refused 
to sign a certificate pf death before 
the authorities had made an investi- 
gation. . 


The New North man testified that 


while at the 
Northwestern depot 


Tuesday morning, February 16, lie 
noticed Frank WIezorek of Hackley, 
to whom ' he had been Introduced a 
few hours previously, place an empty 
cot in the baggage car of No. 2, the 
south bound passenger train. When 
asked if he had brought a sick person 
to the city, Wiezorek replied that he 
had but requested tliat the reporter 
say nothing about the matter in the 
newspaper. Wfezorek further stated 
that he had found the sick person In 
question at Monica 
According to 


the testimony of the Sister, Wiezorek 
Is the name of the man who came 
with Carlson to the hospital. 


The Jury was out about one hour 


and a lialf during which time it visit- 
ed the .undertaking rooms, viewed 
Carlson's body and made a careful ex- 
amination of all letters and papers 
found on the dead man's clothing. 
Among such effects was a contract 
with the Sanborn Land Company for 
the purcliase of a tract of land In VI- 
las county. The paper showed tliat 
Carlson had paid $40 down on this 
contract. 
There were also several 


letters, one from a sister in Norway 
and others from relatives in Iowa. 
The jury was unable to arrive at a 
verdict as to the cause of death and 
ordered that a post mortem be held 
and further Investigation of the case 
be made by the authorities. 


Dr. S. R.t Stone, the county physi- 


cian, performed the post mortem on 
Carlson'3 body Friday 
afternoon. 


The stomach and lower Intestines 
were badly Inflamed an.l the doctor 
sent the organ to Dr. liruce, a widely 
known chemist at Chicago, for an- 
alysis. 
As yet Dr. liruce's report 


liis not been submitted. 


Carlson's remains were Interred at 


Forest 
Home cemetery, Saturday 


morning.

Tlie faroiers who live In the west-

watery grave while walking across the 
ice on Thunder Lake, one day this 
reek.

lielr Journey were obliged to cross 
the lake. About one foot of snow 
covered the Ice and the walking was 
anything but pleasant. When nearly 
alf way across the lake, LaPage, 
wlio was ahead, stepped thru Vn air 
lole. 'He sank nearly to his chest 
but was able to prevent his head from 
going under by clinging to the ice on 
either side, which fortunately held 
solid. Piekard rushed to Ids assist- 
ance and Just as he-had pulled tlie 
foreman from his perilous position, he 
too slipped thru the hole.

Tiie plant of the Wisconsin Veneer 


Company In this, city was the scene 
of an unusual accident, yesterday 
forenoon,- which might liave resulted 
much morei disastrously than it really 
did. - A sect ion of the flooring In the 
second story of the main factorytuild- 
Ing gave away and came crashing to 
the machine room below. Geo. Da- 
vies, a young mm employed as all 
around workman at the plant, was 
buried under the heavy timbers and 
several men who were employed di- 
rectly under the falling floor escaped 
Just In time to avoid serious injury 
or perhaps Instant deatli. Davies 
right leg was broken. 
.Tlie accident occurred at about IIJO 
a. ra.• The group of workmen busy 
on the main floor of the mill were 
warned of the Impending danger by 
the snapping of tlie truss rods which 
helped to support the second floor. 
Tlie men lost no time In fleeing from 
that, part" of the building and had 
scarcely reached the limit of the dan- 
ger zone before the floor caved In. 
Young Davies did not' prove as ac- 
tive in making to sa:ety as his fellow 
workmen and was caught under the 
debris.. A truck near which he was 
working was the only thing that pre- 
vented him from being crushed t3 a 
pulp. The body of the truck stood 
on high wheels, and this served to 
keep the wreckage from pinning him 
to tlie floor. His.right leg, however, 
was caught under a timber and brok- 
en Just above the knse. 


Davies lay beneath the ruins for 


nearly lialf an hour before the crew 
could relieve him from his position. 
Tlie InJureJ 'boy was removed to St. 
Mary's hospital where he was attend- 
ed by Dr. Richard.

was" wonderful. When it was seen 
tliat he could not get out of the way 
of the falling floor, his companions 
expected tliat he would be Instantly 
killed. Tlie other workmen who hur- 
ried from the scene just In the knick 
of time are congratulating themselves 
on their narrow escape. 
Tlie noise 


of tlie snapping Irons sounded tlie 
alarm. Had they remained at their 
posts a second longer, the terrible re- 
sult can only be imagined. 


The cave-in was caused by the part- 


Ing of one of the huge iron roils sup- 
porting the floor. The second story 
of the plant is used as a crating and 
store room for veneer and tlie flwr 
was well filled with tinWied material 
awaiting shipment. Tlie flocr crash- 
ed in with a deafening roar that 
could be heard in all parts of the bi. 
factory. 


The accident necessitated the clos- 


ing of the plant. Workmen were im 
mediately put at work making re- 
pairs and within a day or two the fac- 
tory will asaip be in operation.

F. S. Campbell Replies to Thompson's 


Artiile—Is Very Much Opposed 


to Proposition 


EDITOR SEW NOBTII: 


Kindly permit me the use of your 


valued columns to say a few words In 
reply to the proxy article in your last 
issue relative to the proposed new 
town of Clear Water Lake. It cer- 
tainly Is an Injustice to take from the 
town of Gagen nearly one-half of our 
taxable territory with less than one- 
tenth of our population. True, It 
there was a prosperous farmer on 
every quarter section, or we will go 
further and say If. there were two 
prosperous farmers on every section, 
this demand for a new town might be 
Justifiable. We all know It would be 
a fine thing to have a turn pike road 
around every section, even If no one 
lived there, but this would be rather 
expensive. Tlie creating of the town 
now requested, only means an addi- 
tional set of town officers to drain the 
already over burdened tax payers. 
The increase in land values Is largely 
a fictitious value placed on the lands 
by the speceulatlve land holders and 
colonization companies. This one 
thing more tlian angthing else lias 
tended to retard the settlement of 
our county. 


By looking up the town records we 


find the're has been expended $»XJ.OO 
on the roads of the Clear Water Lake 
colony of about four sections and ten 
settlers. Last summer our present 
town board by the original (not 
proxy) turnpiked a mile of road for 
one settler of the colony, and then 
the one settler moved away. This 
road parallels another road one-half 
mile away. All roads laid out Inthat 
part of our town have been carefully 
laid and surveyed on section and 
quarter section lines. 


Referring to the school at Clear 


Water Lake: We find from the annu- 
al report of the school board dated 
June 30,1908, that In tliat school year 


Water Lake knows they are not 
troubled with much mud and water, 
and would no doubt have preferred 
to liave liad considerable more water 
the past two years. 


Referring to the 51 acres 


one hundred dollars tax and no road 
(until last year,) proxy forgot to men- 
tion the eight or ten tlwusand dol- 
lars worth of buildings on this land. 
Also the fact that a road was put In 
some four or five years ago at an ex- 
pense to the town of some 475.00 for 
the first set of buildings that was 
built on this land. Also please .note 
there have been no sidewalks built In 
Three Lakes since those settlers lo- 
cated at Clear Water Lake, so they 
missed the satisfaction of owning any 
part of same. 


Now answer us fairly. Is not this 


new town business only a scheme of 
some of the land owners In 3^-10 to 
get rid of the rest of their stumps 
and slashings which are unsupporta- 
ble on account of their barrenness of 
timber? They no doubt want 39-11 
with its six miles square of territory 
and only a dozen settlers, several 
without children to send to school, 
(and those who have are not particu- 
lar whether they send them or not) 
to help keep up these new settlers 
with their rabbit trails and no schools, 
as campaign thunder.

Two CLASSES OF '-CURES." 


Tiiese so-called "cures" are divided 


Into two general classes. Tlie first 
class of "cures"' includes tlie quack 
remedies and nostrums with which 
the public Is being constantly decelV' 
ed. 
> These range in kind from "good 


whiskey" to pig's blood or ultra-violet 
rays. Some few of them, for Instance 
are cod-liver oil, lime dust, malt ex- 
tract, goat's meat, corn-oil, clabbered 
milk, vegetable teas, and numerous 
Inhalations of supposed germicides, 
besides a large number of well known 
patent and proprietary medicines aud 
numerous dis'lnfrctatits. 
None 
of 


these are cures for consumption. 
They are rather for the most part of 
a dangerous character, and patients 
who lake them may be running a seri- 
ous risk. Consumption Is caused by 
a germ which destroys portions of the 
lungs or other affected tissues. No 
drugs, medicines, Inhaled gas, or 
home-made remedies can by 
any 


means; kill the germ pr close up the 
cevity In the lungs, as Is so often 
claimed for these specifics. Neither 
Is It possible to to inhale a sufficiently 
strong germicide to kill the consump- 
tion germ. Such an Inhalation would 
kill the patient before it wo'uld Kill 
the germ. 


Another class of "cures'1 for con- 


sumption, by which many people are 
deceived, includes the secret remedies 
advertised by unscrupulous "doctors" 
and "professors" at the heads of so- 
called "institutes." These people ad- 
verlise tliat they can cure consump- 
tion at home by means of • remedies 
which are secret and known only to 
them, or sometimes they advertise 
that they can cure consumption at 
the "institutes" through some secret 
course of treatment. For Instance, a 
"professor" out in Kansas conducts 
an "Institute" where he claims he 
lias a drug which will surely cure con- 
sumption. A "doctor" in Minnesota 
says he lias a new remedy which he 
lilmself will exploit for the benefit of 
humanity. A Colorado specialist has 
advertised a new method of curing 
the disease. 
A St. Louis druggist 


claims to lave found how to dyna- 
mite" tuberculosis germs. An "Insti- 
tute" in a western state lias been 
opened recently, which pretends to 
cure consumption, without resort to 
fresh air treatment, largely by means 
of massage, osteopathic manipula- 
tions and some secret methods. Again 
the National Association asserts that 
the very fact of secrecy In these cases 
tends to discredit the so-called cure. 
No responsible physician will find a 
cure for disease and refuse to make It 
known because of pecuniary motives. 


CUKE POSSIBLE. 


These two classes of "cures"' are 


Hot "cures"' at all. Consumption Is a 
curable disease, however, and In some 
places more than Toper cent of the 
patients under treatment have been 
restored to health. 
The essentials 


for the cure of consumption are rest, 
fresh air and wholesome food. A 
large number of physicians have been 
working for years to perfect a vaccine, 
or anti-toxin for tuberculosis, or to 
find some agent sucii as tuberculin 
wiilch will ass-Ijt In the cure of the 
disease.' Thus far, the experiments 
have not furnished a product which 
will either absolutely cure or prevent 
consumption, or render the .patient 
Immune against the disease. Many 
of these serums liave proved effective 
In increasing the resistance of the 
patient and thus helping In the cure, 
but no scientist of repute to-day 
claims to have discovered a tubercu- 
lin which will produce a cure without 
the combined aM of fresli air, rest 
and wliolesome food.

such facilities as they may desire in 
connection with the work. Special 
orders have also been issued to trans- 
mit to all teachers, In both public and 
private school*, copies of a booklet 
containing general postal Information 
for the public, which will serve as a 
text book for Instructors. 


Tills plan for postal education U of 


great importance. The Post Oflice 
Department Is the most extensive 
and complicated of all government 
divisions. Its connection with all 
the people Is direct and Intimate, and 
every citizen has a personal interest 
in its conduct and success. The du- 
ties of the citizen and of the Depart- 
ment are reciprocal, and U is a self 
evident 
proposition that patrons 


should liave a tlioroagh understand- 
ing of the laws and regulations gov- 
erning their relations and obligations 
to the postal service. Tliat there is 
great lack of such knowledge and un- 
derstanding Is apparent to anyone 
who has had practical experience in 
the service. It is sincerely lioped 
tliat the movement toward education 
along in this line may meet with en- 
couragement.
